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Four Boys Miraculously 
Escape Death When Motor 
Collides With Trolley 


Impact Derails Pacific Elec¬ 
tric Car; Automobile Is 
Crushed To Splinters 

Miraculously escaping death 
when the heavy Cadillac sedan in 
which they were riding was 
struck by an outbound Pacific 
Electric train, four local youths 
were taken to a Pasadena hos¬ 
pital Monday evening with noth¬ 
ing more serious than cuts'caused 
by flying glass. The accident, 
which occurred about 7 o’clock at 
the intersection of Sierra Madre 
and Central avenues, caused the 
automobile to be literally smashed 
into splintered bits between the 
train and a telephone pole, and 
derailed the speeding street car.

Verdict Of $8,035 
Voted Hapgood In 
Suit For Damages 

George Hapgood, of North Bald¬ 
win avenue, was awarded $8,035 
in damages by a Pasadena Su¬ 
perior Court jury Friday for in¬ 
capacitating injuries he sustained 
November 4 last when he drove 
his car into an unprotected ex¬ 
cavation on Foothill boulevard 
while the highway was being re¬ 
paved. With his chest caved in 
and both legs broken, Hapgood 
was not expected at first to re¬ 
cover, and since the acciilent he 
has walked with a cane. 

The defenilants in the suit, 
J. E. Haddock, Ltd., and Frank¬ 
lin B. Gridley, contractors, con¬ 
tended that Hapgood had ignored 
red lights set out in warning and 
had driven arround a barricade, 
but by a vote of nine to three 
the jury decided that they had 
not taken sufficient precautions 
to guard against accident. 

Unusual in like civil damage 
cafes, the trial was carried on 
without argument from either 
plaintiff or defendant. Argument 
was reached between them that 
the facts and main contentions 
shcjuld be presented and the jurj 
be allowed to deliberate without 
hearing involved legal debate. The 
final decision came after the 
jurors had considered the case 
for seven hours. 

Ten days stay of execution was 
granted by Judge Walton J.Wood 
that the defense attorneys may 
appeal or ask for a new trial. 
The verdict was one of the few 
ever to be returned in Pasadena 
without unanimous vote. A three- 
fourths majority to decide civil 
cases is permitted by California 
law.

Driving south on Sierra Madre' 
avenue, bound for a rehearsal: 
of a Playhouse production in 
Pasaciena in which he and Som¬ 
ner are appearing, Myers saw 
that the train was about to hit 
him, and thinking to avoid coi- 
lission he swerved sharply to the 
right. The train struck his car on 
the left side, near the driver’s 
seat, ami shoved it about 80 feet 
west on the railway right of way 
before it finally became lodged 
firmly in the steep bank of dirt 
to the north of the tracks. 

In some manner wholly inex- 
plainable, the large and heavy se¬ 
dan was squeezed through a 
space of no more than five feet 
existing between tracks and the 
telephone pole at the corner. The 
terrific impact derailed the front 
trucks of the train, snipped off 
the steps and a portion of the 
inside flooring, and bent the cow¬ 
catcher and front bumpers of the 
electric car in inconceivably 
twisted shapes. Odd pieces of 
metal and wood were sent flying 
in all directions. The soumi of 
the collision brought householders 
running to the scene from bhx^ks 
around. 

From a few minutes past 7 
p.m. until 10 o’clock regular train 
service was disconnecte<i and an 
emergency bus w'as rushed into 
action. Wrecking cars from Los 
Angeles at last succeeded in clear¬ 
ing the tracks. 

The first aid and re.scue truck 
sped from the City Hall a few 
seconds after the accident, and 
Police Officers Jim Heasley. W. 
D, Pdehards ami Harry Scott im- 
metiiately drove the boys to Pa.sa- 
dena for first aid treatment. Alt 
four returned to their .Sierra 
homes some hours later, band¬ 
aged and shaken, but otherwise 
happy. 

iJusine.ss Manager Myers, view¬ 
ing the wrecked automobile just 
after the boys ha<l been taken to 
the hospital, was considerably 
shaken until assured that his son 
and the other riilers were not 
seriously hurt. To him and to 
everyone who witne.ssed the debris 
of the crash it seemed impossible 
that anyone could have come out 
alive. Both Motorman Ituth and 
Conductor Grinnell, of the train 
crew, were surprised, when anxi¬ 
ously jumping to the ground, to 
see Somner already out of the 
automobile and on his feet some¬ 
what (iazed, but not in the con¬ 
dition they expected to find any 
of the car's pa.ssengers. 

Relatives of the boys, and 
friends from both Sierra Madre 
ami Pasadena, iiiade hasty pil¬ 
grimages to the hospital on hear¬ 
ing of the mishap, were agree¬ 
ably surprised. 

Although there have been sev¬ 
eral collisions between street cars 
and automobiles here in the past, 
and some with much more seri¬ 
ous consequence, no car has ever 
been quite as completely reduced 
to machwood as was the sturdily 
built Myers cur. Strangely, the 
left front tire was not blown, 

■ but the right wheel was smashed 
entirely. The tonneau was cnished 
so that there was not a cubic 
foot inside where a man could 
have escaped untouched. Steering 
wheel, seats, wimlows and wind¬ 
shield were tangled with roof slats 
and parts from the chasis.

"It must be born in mind that 
the fir.st neces.siy is for redin tion 
in expenditure. Shifting the bur¬ 
den to other .shoulders will ac- 
compli.sh no relief.'' 

California farmers. for the 
most part, may be expected to 
say a hearty ".-Vmenl" to that 
ileclaration of policy. 

If the farmer must choose be¬ 
tween curtailment of State ser 
vices and new ta.xes or license 
fees, as the present financial 
emergency require.s, there can bo 
little doubt of his choice. He will 
prefer to lio with less govern¬ 
ment. even conceding that many 
of the present services are worth 
while if he could afford to pay 
for them. 

In the main, the committee fol¬ 
lows the policy that the State 
should foot the bill for “compul¬ 
sory services" while those most 
benefitted should pay for the 
special class of ‘optional .services.’ 

Generally speaking, agriculture 
cannot quarrel with that policy. 
There may be a few cases, how¬ 
ever. where the stabilization of 
agriculture is so c.ssential to in¬ 
dustry generally that any stop- 
age of crop movement or credit 
facilities at this time would be 
unwise.

.satisfactory performance of last 
year, when foliage swallowed up 
the earlier blooms before the 
vine came into full bloom. 

“We are all .set to go by 
March 5 if the occasion requires,’' 
said Fire Chief Richards after he 
and a committee of the firemen 
conferred with the horticulturists 
and Gin Chow, “but the experts 
believe the cold weather we’ve al¬ 
ready had will hold the blooms 
back until nearly the middle of 
next month. It looks as though 
the Fete would open along about 
or po.ssibly right on -St. Patrick’s 
Day.

California days. Mr. Lyon was 
dressed in a coat given him by 
Bill Coily, (Buffalo BilD, who 
claimeil it to be made from the 
tanneti hide of a white renegade, 
killed by Comanche Imiians and 
at one time worn by their Chief 
Cody w.as a friend of the Indians, 
and many presents were bestowed 
on him from different tribes. 

“California in a year’s time af¬ 
ter gold was found in El Dorado 
county in 1848, had a population 
of a half million. They lived in 
tents ami in caves until cabin.s 
could be built and all these men 
wanted to hear from their loved 
ones at home,” said Mr. Lyon 
“So men undertook to carry let¬ 
ters on horse back, in wagons 
on dog sleds, over mountains and 
plains for a fee of from $l to 
$5 a letter.” 

He said he has found a record 
of at least 300 different men, whe 
called them.selves "express com¬ 
panies,” their only capital often 
being rugged legs, a hair -satchel 
and a rubber stamp, which printed 
the name they called their ex- 
jire.ss company. His hohlty is col¬ 
lecting the envelopes stamped by 
these companies and he has paid 
out over $100,000 for his collec- 


runner of the mail coach and 
railroail. In 1859 there was not a 
foot of railroad west of .St 
Joseph. Mo. Tlie average time 
spent in the journey from -St 
.Joseph to California w.as two 
months and a half. In the winter 
of 1859-60 .Senator W. M. Gwin, 
.■\lexander M.ajors. the pioneer 
freighter of the plains, au-i Daniel 
E. I’helps, who had been managei 
of one of the stage lines for .sev¬ 
eral years, decided upon ti I'ony 
Express. ’Phe pay of the rider.s 
was fixeti at $125 per month, but 
few riilers like Buffalo Bill and 
Dan We.seott, who were assigned 
to ride through regions infested 
by Comanches ami Cheyennes, the 
worst -savages, received $150, On 
.\pril 3. 1860. Henry Wallace set 
out from St. Joseph, opening the 
Fast Bony Expre.ss, and arrived 
at Sacramento April 13, ten days 
later. 

Among the unique photographs 
distributed by Mr. Lyon was a 
picture of .a bill of fare, dated 
Thur.sday, December 27. 1-849, on 
which fresh California eggs were 
priced at $1 each; ox tail, $1; 
apple pie, 75c; champagne, $5; 
chee.se 50c; stewed prunes. 7.5e: 
rum omlette, $2; sweet or Irish 
potatoes, 50c, and game, roast 
or boiled to order. $3.
